Thraop avenns, Drooklyn, was sentenced
to lfe Imprisonment ot Sing Sing yester-
day by Judge Hurd.

Sehwab bheedme {renzied when sentence
wni pronounced, He does not understand
English, nnd the Judge's words were trans.
Inted to him. He singgered to hls feed,
pale, trembling and completely unneryed.

He wuved his Bbands in the alr and
seredmed: P
“Merey! Merey!”

Officers had to support him, he was so
overcome. Again he nddressed the Judge.

#0n, Godl Godl" he sald, “have mercy
apon me, & miserable slnner!™

Behwal continued to plend untll he was
rompletely exhansted. He burst inte tonrs
and erled In a bysterieal manner untll he
was carried to his cell.

The erimes of Schwab seem to have been
premeditated. He bad qunrreiied with hls
wife und ag o result she Jeft him and
went to llve with thelr son Berpard. She
wig fifty-three years old and had lved with
her husband at No. 1580 Jolnsou avenus

. hutil she could bear his abuse no longer.
After she left he lived alone.

THREATENED TO KILL HIS WIFE,

He vislted ber soveral times, but ln every
Instande bls rage got the best of hlm, and
when the son Bernard one dny ordered him
to get ouf and stay away, the old man
turned about flercely on the threshold and
thirentened to kIl his wife, Nothlng was
geen of him aguln for several months, and
by that thine bls threat had heen forgotten.

A week before the murder Schwab ealled
at his son’s saloon to seo his wife. As he
was intoxicated the son ordered Lilm away,
suying that If he really wished to see her
lie must eall when he was sober. Agaln
Behiwab 16t the house threatenlng to mur-
der his wife within a year,

After thut Mis, Schwab remained within
the liylng spartments over the saloon most
of the time. sud the Goor wus kept locked.

Schwab called February 18 and found the
door leading to {he rodms upstulrs open.
Ho went upitales and knockod.

“Who s there?" asked Mrs, Schwab, tmm
within,

“Your son Louls," answored the old man,
and tho next moment she thresw open the
door: As soon as she siw Lim she dashed
pdRL him witly ht,-r Son's luna -montis-old
ehilld. ;

SHOT HIS WIFE,

. Sehwab flred at her, The bullet passod
through one of her hips, snd sbhe ran
streaming down the etalts into the stroel.
He ehot again and thls time the bullet
passed throogh her body.

Bernard Beliwab, who had heard the shots,
run Inte the hallway. He took the child

. from his mother's aving, and ns he dld so
the old mun fired at bim. The bullet en-
tered the baby's body just under the heart.
The next ghot struck the son under the
left eye, lodging Iu the head. Mrs, Si.hwub
died tmmadiately,

The enlld and Bernnrd Schwab were con-
‘veyed to St. Catharlne's Hospital, where
the child soon (led,

Sehwnb attemipted to escape. but was
eapturad. When locked up he safd his
only pegret was that be had falled to kill
all of his family.

The wmurderar's itrlal commenced last
jweek befors Judge Hurd In the County
‘Court of Brooklyn, and losted four dnys.
After the jurymen had been out a MWiile
over six hours they retumed with a verdict
of gailty of murder In the second degree,
The prisoner auld not a4 word,

He woas faken before Judge Fnupd yos-
tardny for sentence.

When asked if he had anytbing to say
‘before sentence was pronounced, he wept.
B. F. York, his counsel, sald there was:
nothing his ollent wished 1o shy.

TIRE JUDGI'S SENTENCE.

3 udge Iurd then broke the stlence of the
court room by addresfing the trembilng
prisoner thus:

“Scliwab, it Is due to the acuteness of
yowr lawyers and the merey of the jury
that you are not hero to-day for a seuterece
of death. You killed not only your wife,
but also your graudson, aud shot out the
eye of your esn.  Your crlmes were lnox-
cusable. As regards the sentonge, the law
Eives me yo diaeretion’ in the matter. Ihe
spatenece of the Court s that you be cou-
fiped in phe State prison av Slug Sing for
the term of your natural Mfe

Schwal then made Wis appeal for merey
and was taken back to the Iinymoud Streecr
datl, He bogveathed hla effects to his son,
Louis; nnd was then tiken to Sing Sing.
